PAS6AGE OF THE KUKLUX BILL. 

The legislative feature of the last hours 
of the session was the final passage of the in- 
fameus Kuklux bill as evolyed from the 
second conferescce committee. The Senate 
carried about all it contended for. The time 
of the suspension of the writ of habeas cor- 
pas Mas extended through the next Presi 
den lal election. Toe indemnity of property 
clans was restricted to accessories before 
the fact, and the Judges of the United 
States courts were given the power to admin- 
ister a discretionary oath to jurors and thereby 
pack the jury. All the odious features de- 
fiviig corspiracy, whieh set at caught the 
common law, were retained. 

GRANT-A WILLING PARTY. ‘ 

Giant promptly signed the bill, and said 
thet es soon as he returned from St. Louis he 
should enter upon its vigorous enforcement, 

A SIGNIFICANT WARNING TO THE SENATE. 

There was a significant resolution unani- 
mousiy adopted by the House to-day, on mo- 
tior of Mr. Beck, declaring again, in the sub- 
stantial phraseology of the Forty-second 
Congress, that the House will stand on its 
constitutional rights in making appropria- 
tions of money to ful treaties ratified by 
the Senatg, aud giving notice to that body to 
that effect.

The Radical Declaration of War. 

The passage of the Kuklux bill 
and rejection of the general am- 
neaty bill furnish conclusive proof of the 
campaign policy on which the Radicals 
mean to rely next year. The Kuklux bill 
is expected to foment disturbance in the 
South which will supply a pretext for the 
retusal of amnesty; aod the relations ot 
the people of the two sections thus mud- 
dled, the bayonet election law may be 
brought to bear upon the ballot-box with 
a show of necessity if not of justice. This 
is the warlike strategy to which we have 
so often referred. It is a scheme made up 
partly of the spirit of eternal hate and 
partly of the lust of eternal rapine, a hid- 
eous revolutionary scheme, the more 
hideous. because it is brutal, the more 
cruel because it is deliberate, appealing to 
the wicked passions of the Northern peo- 
ple and the venal desires ot the Radical 
politicians. 

The New York Times complains ol the 
“vehemence” with which we described the 
Kuklux bill when the announcement of 
its adoption by the Senate came to us 
over the wires. Reflection, however, sug- 
gests no modification of our remarks made 
on that occasion. It is impossible to 
regard the measures with any other senti- 
ments than those of horror, amazement 
and disgust—horror at its belligercnt 
featurés, amazement atsuch an imposition 
on the credulity and patience of the people, 


and disgust at the corruption which per- 
meates the whole thing trom beginning to 
end. 

The rejection of amnesty and the pass- 
age of the Kuklux bill fix the lines of 
battle where we have placed them from 
the first. The Democratic party is the 
party of liberal impulses; the party of tol- 
erance, nationality and peace; the party of 
union and order through local seli-gov- 
ernment; the party of progress in consti- 
tutional freedom and law; the party of 
honesty, humanity and generous ideas in 
political and civil economy. The Radical 
party is the party of eternal hatred, dis- 
union and strife; the party of public pil- 
lage and private wrong; the party of 
vengeance, rapacity and double-dealing; 
the party with a wooden head and an 
iron heart; the party whose morality is 
represented by BEN BuTLer and whose 
intelligence is represented by ULrssks S 
GRANT, and whose entire fabric embraces 
an organized plot against the liberties and 
property of the people. Proscription is 
the first step in the forward movement of 
the politicians against free thought and 
free speech. The Kuklux bill is confisca- 
tion in embryo. The Radical leaders have 
named Grant dictator. They have set up 
a machine for suppressing all the forms of 
republicanism as soon as it becomes nec- 
essary to carry out their design. They 
refuse to give up power without a fight, 
and they propose to terrify the country by 
the bloody spectacle of civil war. 

The people of the North may choose be. 
tween the promise of peace offered by a 
ebange of rulers and the certainty of blood 
shed and the overthrow of our government 
as matters are going. The South is pow- 
erless. The free States must fight it out. 
The Kuklux bill is a declaration of war on 
the South; i makes the Southern States 
slave States once more; the bayonet elec- 
tion law is a proclamation of the vassalage 
of all the people to the Radical leaders. 
A peaceful outpouring of citizens at the 
ballot-box may stay the course of the vlo 
lent revolution which Congress is precipi- 
tating on the country. Nothing else can. 
The Radicals mean office or blood, and are 
recklessly heedless of consequences; and 
the issue of free government, thus made 
up, must go to the people for final arbitra- 
ment.

SKELETONS. 


How they gre Made to be Both Useful 
nd Ornamental. 

The 8 of animals which ere slaugu- 
tered for the market or die upon the commons 
are generaily regarded as nulsances, but tn real- 
ity cam be made, and often are, subjects of great 
utility and Ornament. When heaped up in and 
arouti d densely-popula'ed cities their very ap- 


composing fle disagreeable in the extreme, 
though it is @ mooted question ameng medic 1 
men whether or not this is deleterious. But 
however uopleasant may be the carcas: itself, 
“which stinketh in the nostitis”’ of those who 
approach it. the bones, when divested of the 
moldering and less substantial fesh, f properly 
worked up. beceme a source of great profit. 

Accerding'y, several gentlemen bave gathered 
together from the slaughter-houses and from 
verioas Other sources about the city, within the 
last few weeks, every skeleton and fragment of 
bone that could de found, have conveyed them 
to the Indiangpolis depo:, and forwarded them 
oO the East and North. Ip this way ten car-loads, 
densely and carefully packed, have left the city 
see Saturday last. Nor are the vutchers ignor- 
ant of theirtrue value. These remains are frst 
weighed, measured aud in-pected, ana 
are thea sold at from five to 
tight dollars per ton, according to quality and 
mode of delivers. Ihe are transported to dis- 
tant places like any other freight, and for the 
same prices. Their passage through the coun- 
try, if exposed to the pubdiic eye, would bea 
novel sight, and would occasion maav remarks, 
both witty and serious, from those who saw it. 
There is nothing ordivary in the theugh: of a 
long railroad train turned into a vast charnel 
bouse fer the remains of thousands of dead an- 
malr, and moving lu rapid procession to distant 
States, there to have its gha-tly conteaw coh- 
verted into things of beauty and Instruments of 
usefulne-s. The idea inspires ihe reflection that 
evel ytblug Wa created for a purpose, aad should 
be right!y applied in our domestic and political 
economy. 

When these bones arrive at their destination 
they are crushed to smali fragments or powdered 
to dust, and are u-ed as ao artificial feriilizer. 
The soll thus euricped ta thought to be more pro- 
ductive than from natural manure, and will las 
from five to steven years, accoidiag to quality 
and the smallness cf the particles placed upon 
the ground. Thus the land ts prevented from 
becoming sterile, and is evabled to withstand 
the effects of a continued cultivation. Some of 
these bones eubserve anosher very important 
end by being carved into things of ornament 
and practical value, such as ear-rings, kaife and 
tooth-brush bandies, buttons, coms, etc. 

Glue is aleo made from the gelatige contatued 
in the bones, end which I+ extructed by boiling 
them. This is an almost indi pensable com- 
modity of usefulness to the manufacturers of 
furniture. 

Lastly, a most remarkable service that these 
bones render is found atsugar-refineries, where, 
after being burned to charcoal, they are used as 
a filterer for cleansing and tierifying sugar. 
Thus these rempan's of departed animals are 
subservient to various and u-eful purposes, and 
it is a source of regret that, in order to be made 
avaliable, they must ürst be transported to 
Northern cities. This wiil not always be the case 
and,in the meantime, every butcher will bus- 
band his resources of skeletons, and every 
bleaching bone eon the commons and el ewhere 
will be stored aod stowed awar, for in them are 
wealth, usefulness and ornament.
